The  death  rate  of  10.54  per  1,000  population  is  a  little 
lower  than  the  previous  two  years  and  the  birth  rate  of  15*50  per 
1,000  population  is  higher  than  the  preceding  two  years  (1963  -  13*44, 
1962  -  14.50)°  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  shows  a  reduction  to  19*68 
from  25*64  in  1963* 

Causes  of  death  show  little  variation  from  previous  years  with 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  and  cancer  being  the  two  major 
factors ° 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  showing  my  appreciation  of  the 
loyalty  and  co-operation  of  my  staff  and  the  help  and  encouragement 
given  by  Members  of  the  Council  and  in  particular  of  the  Health 
Committee.

*  It  will  be  apparent  that  the  Birth  and  Death  Rate  of  any 
area  is  bound  to  be  influenced  by  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population  so  that  in  order  that  truer  comparisons  can  be 
made  between  one  area  and  another  the  actual  Birth  and  Death 
Rates  are  multiplied  by  a  number  called  the  5 comparability  factor* 
the  result  being  known  as  the  Corrected  Birth  or  Death  Rate. 

These  “comparability  factors'  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
and  are  based  on  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
as  shown  by  the  census.  For  Rowley  Regis  they  are  as  follows 

Comparability  Factor  for  births  0.97  and  for  deaths  1.31 
and  the  corrected  birth  rate  is  15°035  per  1,000  population,  and 
the  corrected  death  rate  is  13°80  per  1,000  population. 

BIRTHS 

The  total  live  births  accredited  to  Rowley  Regis  during  the 
year  under  review  was  762  an  increase  of  99  on  the  preceding  year. 
The  birth  rate  for  the  area  was  15° 50  which  figure  is  lower  than 
that  for  the  whole  of  the  country  (viz.  l8.4)c  Of  these  762 
births,  4l  were  illegitimate,  25  male  and  16  female.

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  low  incidence  is  the  result  of 
the  vigorous  immunisation  that  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
past  years * 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION °  This  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council  either  by  their  Medical  Officers  or  by  arrangement  with 
medical  practitioners,,  I  am  indebted  to  Doctor  McLennan,  the 
Area  Medical  Officer  for  the  following  report  and  statistical 
tables  showing  the  work  carried  out  in  Rowley  Regis  during  1964 „ 

"Whereas  in  recent  years  the  immunisation  programme  has  been 
affected  by  local  outbreaks  of  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  resulting 
in  a  demand  for  protection  against  these  diseases  probably  at  the 
expense  of  or  at  least  causing  the  deferment  of  immunisation 
against  diphtheria,  there  was  no  such  scare  experienced  during  1964 
and  the  immunisation  programme  was  able  to  follow  its  normal  pattern,, 
The  volume  of  work  undertaken  was  considerable,  but  comparisons  with 
the  figures  relating  to  the  previous  year  are  complicated  because  of 
a  change  in  the  County  Council’s  time  schedule  of  immunisation  which 
operated  after  the  first  two  or  three  months  of  1964* 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  state  that  in  September  1961 ,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  recommended  two  alternative  schedules  for  routine 
immunisation  (P  and  Q)  and  that  the  County  Council  decided  to  apply 
Schedule  Q  which  provided  for  the  immunisation  of  infants  to  commence 
at  the  age  of  six  months  with  poliomyelitis  vaccination  followed  by  a 
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course  of  triple  antigen  at  the  age  of  nine  months  for  protection 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus*  The  advantage  of 
this  schedule  is  that  children  are  protected  against  poliomyelitis 
before  being  given  antigens  containing  mineral  carriers,  and  so 
there  is  less  risk  of  "provocation"  paralysis With  the  falling- 
incidence  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  County,  this  risk  is  now  so  low 
that  it  no  longer  offsets  the  advantages  of  protecting  infants 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  in  the  first  few 
months  of  life,  and  accordingly  the  County  Council  decided  early  in 
!96h  to  change  over  to  Schedule  P  with  the  result  that  the  following 
scheme  has  been  adopted  and  operated  in  this  area  from  about  Easter 
of  1964  s-

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is  of  course  parental  choice  as  to  whether  a  child  is  taken  to  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  to  the  General  Practitioner,  and  the 
following  statistics  embrace  ail  known  cases  of  children  immunised  at 
Clinics,  at  Schools  or  by  their  own  doctors.,-  In  the  last  case,  record 
cards  are  forwarded  to  the  Area  Health  Office  and  the  general 
practitioners  are  paid  a  fee  for  each  completed  course  or  reinforcing 
injection  or  doseo  Booster  immunisation  and  re -vaccination  of  school 
children  is  undertaken  in  the  main  at  schools  by  the  Immunisation 
Team,,  which  comprises  a  doctor,  nurse  and  clerk,  who  are  employed  on  a 
part-time  basis,  and  their  programme  of  work  are  arranged  by  the  staff 
of  the  Area  Health  Office  who  also  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
with  the  parents  and  head  teachers".,

This  is  the  eleventh  report  I  have  prepared  for  your  consideratic 
and  it  is  marked  by  a  steady  improvement  in  all  sections  with  the 
exception  of  Slum  Clearance.  Unfortunately  the  shortage  of  legal 
staff  and  the  slowing  down  of  re-housing  are  proving  two  serious 
bottlenecks. -to  maintaining  even  the  previous  rate  of  housing  renewal 
and  I  can  envisage  this  work  grinding  to  a  halt  unless  these  two 
obstacles  are  removed „ 

The  awareness  of  the  general  public  to  noise  nuisance  is  most 
gratifying  although  in  some  cases  remedial  measures  are  impracticable 
and  with  the  increasing  employment  of  ’night  shifts’  complaints  are 
proportionately  increased.  It  is  now  high  time  that  toolmakers  and 
equipment  manufacturers  of  machinery  capable  of  producing  noise  asked 
themselves  ”how  can  we  incorporate  noise  reducing  factors  or  redesign 
our  products  to  obviate  noise  nuisance”. 

No  factory  owner  wishes  to  be  a  nuisance  to  his  neighbours,  yet 
economic  factors  drive  him  to  work  his  machinery  ’’round  the  clock” 
and  the  least  he  should  expect  is  that  his  machinery  suppliers  take 
the  trouble  to  design  machines  which  will  be  noise -nuisance  free0 
At  the  moment  we  are  reduced  to  'baffle  walls',’ fan  silencers', 
'acoustic  linings'  and  similar  experimental  attempts  to  reduce 
nuisance  when  we  should  really  be  eliminating  or  at  least 
substantially  reducing  the  noise  at  its  source,  usually  compressors, 
high  efficiency  fans,  shot blasters,  hammers  and  other  mechanical 
or  electrical  equipment. 

The  problems  of  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation  are  discussed 
elsewhere  in  this  report  and  the  general  statistics  are  worthy  of  a 
close  study  by  Members.

HOUSING  SURVEY 


During  the  year  a  survey  was  made  of  all  the  substandard  type  of 
dwellings  in  the  Borough  other  than  (a)  those  already  scheduled  for 
action  under  the  existing  slum  clearance  programme  and  (b)  those 
dwellings  at  the  rear  of  shops  in  the  principal  shopping  areas.  This 
was  done  with  a  view  to  making  a  slum  Clearance  Programme  to  cover  the 
next  ten  years .  The  advantage  of  this  extended  period  now  enables  the 
Department  to  give  intending  purchasers  a  more  accurate  estimate  of 
the  "life”  of  these  houses..

THE  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  19.51 

Fifteen  informal  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  four  of 
which  proved  unsatisfactory  and  formal  samples  were  obtained.

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ABATEMENT  OF  NOISE  NUISANCE 


Factory  owners  are  becoming  more  aware  of  their  responsible  it-ios 
under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  and  a  useful  acoustical  service  is  now 
provided  by  the  Federation  of  British  Industrieso 

The  extension  of  night  work  continues  to  increase  noise  nuisance 
complaints  and  my  Inspectors  are  having  to  make  inspections  and  take 
readings  in  the  late  evening  and  early  morning  hours.  This  extra  time 
has  been  worked  without  complaint  and  has  proved  effective  in  many  cases 
although  elimination  of  this  type  of  nuisance  is  proving  both  lengthy 
and  costly.  A  compromise  has  to  be  struck  between  the  amount  of 
remedial  work  and  the  noise  reduction  after  a  matter  of  trial  and 
error. 


The  following  action  has  been  taken  to  reduce  nuisances- 

(1)  Noise  from  machinery  -  doors  closed. 

(2)  Noise  from  stone  drying  plant,  modifications  to  machinery 
carried  out. 

(3)  Noise  from  machinery  and  hammering,  baffle  wall  built. 

(4)  Noise  from  hammering,  workshop  insulated. 

(5)  Compressors,  baffle  wall  built. 

(6)  Compressors,  sound  absorbing  partition  provided. 

(7)  Silencers  fitted  to  two  fans. 

(8)  Large  fan  re -sited. 

HOUSES  IN  MULTI -OCCUPATION 

The  problem  in  this  Borough,  is  comparatively  small,  although, 
growing,  but  in  neighbouring  areas  it  is  a  problem  indeed.  Large 
numbers  of  immigrants  entering  already  overpopulated  industrial  areas; 
must  produce  overcrowding  of  houses  with  all  the • attendant  evils 
and  must  create  resentment  for  one  reason  or  another  among  the  local 
residents. 

The  answer  is  not  in  existing  legislation  which  is  merely 
resulting  in  families  and  individuals  moving  from  one  overcrowded 
house  to  another  to  avoid  legal  action. 
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West  Germany  has  this  problem  on  a  large  scale  and  with  Teut onie 
thoroughness  they  organise  hostels,  paid  for  by  Industry,  which  after 
all  require  the  labour,  and  families  who  decide  to  stay  have  the  same 
opportunities  as  the  local  people  to  save  and  buy  houses  for  themselves. 
The  floating  population  of  single  immigrants  or  husbands  who  intend  to 
return  to  their  own  country  should  certainly  have  such  properly 
supervised  accommodation  and  not  be  harried  from  place  to  place 
because  suitable  premises  are  sxmply  not  available 0

Constant  vigilance  has  been  maintained  on  atmospheric  pollution 
problems  and  a  summary  of  improvements  is  set  out  below. 

Proposals  to  instal  six  new  furnaces  were  notified  to  the 
department  and  the  appropriate  chimney  heights  calculated. 

A  careful  check  is  kept  on  the  two  main  stone  crushing  plants 
at  the  quarries  situated  in  the  Rowley  hills  and  in  one  case  new  dust 
arrestation  apparatus  is  on  order  costing  many  thousands  of  pounds, 
whilst  in  the  second  case  the  old  plant  is  being  completely 
discarded  and  new  plant  is  being  erected  nearby.
